Watchmen rifty Years 


AMUSING EXTRACTS FKOM THE RECORDS 


OFHAJITFOKD,COKS.— irOVTIin>-IGKT 
WATCHMEN DID TIJEHI DOTY. 


From Iho Hartford Courant. 


Fifty years ago four night watchmen" 


were employed Co patrol the streets of this 
city, und hourly records of their doings 
were kept. Different details were made, 
the same watchmen rarely Join? duty to- 
gether ou more than i>ne occasion. Some 
of the memorandums made arc exceeding- 
ly quaint, though the mo%t of thoin certi- 
fy that " all i.s well," n.s each hourly tour 
between 10 p. in. and 5 ;i. in. is recurded, 
and, occitbionnUy tltis voucher is inhde 
more pointed by itrt orthogniphieyV ftn- 
iiouucemeiit " mvl is well.*' It is evident 
tlmttho ai/e of Hertford in 1819-20 til- 
lowed the watch with reaaontiblo vigilance 
to understand about what was going1 on 
during the night season. Men wt-re not 
then permitted to roam tlie streets a,t 
pleasure, -but were stopped by the guar- 
dians of the public peace and made ty give 
an account of themselves. Some extracts 
from the old records will have a peculiar 
interest at this time, they airo so unlilie the 
modern style of police duty.

After a vine is five or six years 
Ld and bos become well established, and 
is not desir-ible to increase its size any 
lore by extending its branches, then all 
tie wood that lias been produced the pre- 
eding summer [should be cut out in the 
all of the year.

OSAGE ORANGE-HEDGE.—A correspon- 


dent in Colemah's Rural World, who has 
had a long-practical experience in the cul- 
tivation of the Osage Orange Hedge, and 
urges the economy and utility of raising 
tie same, gives the following: 


. ' My mode of planting1 and cultivating is: 


Break Snd harrow well a strip of ground 
l> feet wide; put it in the best of order; 
take a two hor»e plow, run a deep furrow, 
throw the dirt to the mound-board all on 
one side, so as to leave a straight bank to 
rest your plants •Again&t—-which loaves the- 
plants standing straight, while setting. 
"With one person to sat, and one to follow 
with a sliovel to cover, two fast men can 
set 3,000 
a day, after the ground 


is prepared- It" they are strong, average 
them*from fivo to six inches apart. Be 
certain to plant with, strong, vigorou1 
plants.- Tor the first two years they shoulc 
be well cultivated. TTse u one horse plow; 
u$e the hoe freely in drawing up the 
loos) dirt to the roots. If your hedge i: 
an outside one, you inav plant a row of 
Irish potatoes on inside, by the hedge, for 
tho first two ytnr>—nothing that I tried is 
more suitable to it* growth. I ha 
raised fiue.erop-< of potatoes- in time vgiy, 
when the ground \v*& "suitable. A divi- 
sion hedge you may plant en both 
To succeed well the hedge must have tlie 
sun and air. 


As to the trimming, I believe all ngrce 


that the heJgo ought to be trimmed in 
June; after tliat, I think much depends on 
the season. I should use my own judg- 
ment a» to trimming it more than once a 
year for the iirss throe years. A very im- 
portant matt&r i?, to head off the* top, 
leaving all the side and lower lhnb» to 
make their growth; then I commohco at 
the top, trtm it down in nearly a half 
round form, b iruly taking off the points 
of the lower limbs—this will give you :i 
ba»£*of from # to S}.< feet on the surface 
of the ground, of thick, strong growth, 
which nothing c«n penetrate. This is the 
most important item in raising a liedirc.
